Governor's Earle's Sympathy Held 
Cause of Bootleg Coal Problem 



The sympathetic attitude main- 
tained by Governor George H. Earle 
toward bootleg coal miners, and his 
failure to stop bootlegging before the 
situation got out of control, was 
scored by Leonard Ormerod, speak- 
ing before the Lower Merion-Narberth 
Council of Republican Women, Tues- 
day. 

Ormerod, representing the Anthra- 
cite Institute, said Governor Earlc 
showed many instances of his sympa- 
thetic attitude. "On one occasion, he 
gave a bootleg miner $30 with which 
to purchase a pump so that he might 
pump water out of the bootleg hole 
on Philadelphia and Reading property 
which he was mining." 

"In talking to bootleg miners," the 



speaker continued, "the Governor 
always asked >f there would be blood- 
shed if the State Police were sent in 
to break up the bootlegging. When 
the answer was repeatedly in the af- 
firmative, he gave that as the reason 
for his failure to maintain law and 
order." 

"If such an attitude continues," Or- 
merod said, "and the unemployed are 
permitted to take over an employer's 
property in one instance, this cannot 
be confined to the coal industry alone." 

Speaking for the miners, Mrs. John 
Williams, of Wilkes-Barre, told of the 
community sympathy in that locality 
for the bootleg miner. "Community

Charles Noel's chief attribute was his 
friendship. "Sometimes," said the 
man with whom he served the Borough 
during his 2S years as Clerk of Coun- 
cil, "nr in public life feel that our 
efforts are not appreciated, that per- 
hap- they are not worth continuing; 
but Charley Noel never h'-t hi- desire 
to serve. . . . When after 2a years a- 
Fire Chief we di.-eu--cd a tc-t imonial 
dinner and thought of giving him 
well earned rest by making him Hon 
oiary Fire Chief, he said he wanted 
no bouquet. . . . His fondest ambition 
was to end his life in the service of 
his fellow-men. ...
